Monthly Meeting Minutes 
October 11th, 2017 


Don (KDOHHN) opened the meeting at 7:00pm with 29 people present including 3 guests. After introductions, 
Don asked if there were any proposals for membership, hearing none he asked if everyone read last month’s 
meeting minutes and asked for a motion to correct the minutes to reflect that the Treasure’s report was from 
August not March. Ed (K9WAY) made a motion to change and accept, and it was seconded by Luan 
(KAIWAY). The motion carried. 

Treasurer’s Report: 

Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s Report for September 2017. Last month’s Ending Balance was 
$1,767.87, this month’s Ending Balance is $1,783.87, and the CD Balance is $1,325.94, making the Club’s 
Total Assets $3,109.81. A motion to accept the Treasurer’s Report was made by Ed (K9WAY) and seconded by 
Rocky (KEOKCR). The motion carried. 

Repeaters: 

Vern (WSUYF) reported there are no known problems with either repeater. Vern also reported that Tommy 
White (KAOEJQ) with A& W Communications had gone above and beyond to help the Club by getting the 88 
machine back on line. Verne suggested we make Tommy a “Lifetime Member” of the Club. A motion was 
made by Ed (K9WAY), and seconded by Vern (WSUYF). The motion carried. Congratulations Tommy, and 
thanks for all you’ve done! 


Unfinished Business: 


Don asked Rocky (KEOKCR) and Kenny (KEOKCQ) for an update on the Civil Air Patrol (CAP) Open House 
that will be held November 4" from 9:00am to 11:00am. Rocky reported that he and Ken had distributed many 
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flyers and had invited several elected officials to the event. Our Club was asked to set up an Amateur Radio 
operation during the Open House to demonstrate radio communications to Cadets and anyone attending 
interested in ham radio. Don will get with Kenny or Rocky next week to look at the location to see where to set 
up. Ed (KOWAY) inquired if we might be able to add the flyer to the web page. Cliff (KOCA) said he would try 
to add it. 

Don gave an update on a simulated emergency drill called “Black Swan”. It was held last weekend and was 
sponsored by the Ohio ARES. The scenario was a series of super cell thunderstorms forming in Iowa and 
leaving a path of destruction across the mid-west into Ohio. The main purpose was coordinating and practicing 
operability of Federal, State and Local agencies as well as Amateur Radio. Don (KDOHHN) reported that Verne 
(WSUYF) and Liz (KEOKCT) volunteered to be traffic recipients along with several others state wide. Verne 
got an award for having the most health and welfare traffic received with 5 messages Liz received 3 messages. 
They were posing as “relatives” of people in the affected areas to receive health and welfare messages and used 
fake names. The people running the event liked the names that Don submitted. Verne was “Mary England”, Liz 
was “Abby Normal” , others were “Franklin Furter” and “Dick Tracy”. 

Dave (KBORZN) reported on the insurance coverage for the repeaters. The insurance agent suggested we insure 
for replacement cost ($2500.00) plus the $50.00 deductible. Verne will get the model and serial number off the 
radio and email to Dave. Ed (NOWNV) inquired about covering the 625 machine for replacement cost also. Ed 
made a motion to update the policy and it was seconded by John (KCIMMO). The motion carried. Dave will 
also take the two old Icom radios off the policy. 

New Business: 

Don (KDOHHN) announced that Club Dues are due by the end of the year. They are $20.00 and $5.00 extra for 
family members. Elections will also be coming up in December. The current slate of Officers is Don

Hello All 
A big DX week end the last of October, the CW World Wide. There still will be some die hard DX 
stations around for November. First we have some good news about an upcoming DXpedition to Bouvet.

3Y0Z DXPEDITION NEWS (Press Release #9, dated October 17th) [edited]. 

After over 10 years of dreaming and 2 years of rigorous planning, we 
have turned a page. Our team is intact and ready. We have 17,000 pounds 
of equipment. It has been tested, sorted, inventoried and packed into our 
40-foot sea container. We have discussed all conceivable contingencies, 
including rough seas, clouds and fog, high winds and emergencies at sea 
and on shore. We have studied propagation, maximized our location on the 
island, selected the best radio equipment, and have thought first and 
foremost of safety. All of this culminated when we sealed our sea container 
on October 9th, entered it into customs bond, placed it on a truck and 
watched it begin its journey to Punta Arenas, Chile. Our die has been cast. 
Now, a new chapter begins: one of reflection, waiting anxiously and hoping 
(praying) that all will go well from this point on. 

We have been blessed by the worldwide support of individual amateur radio 
operators, clubs and foundations. They have backed us, overwhelmingly. We 
are inspired by the support we have received, both financially and in 
spirit. We want to live up to all that is expected of us on this "gener- 
ational" DXpedition, which is likely the largest and most challenging 
DXpedition ---- ever. Indeed, there may never be another like it. We now 
have time to appreciate the responsibility that this project thrusts upon 
us. We feel it, and we will do our utmost to meet the DX world’s expecta- 
tions from Bouvet - the number 2 "most wanted" entity. 

You will start seeing band plans, more detailed propagation information, 
QSL information and more on our website. Our Facebook and Twitter social 
media outlets will keep their conversational tone, but shift their focus 
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to how you can best work us, plus current events and news of interest. 
Our updated propagation forecasts continue to validate our predictions, 
as visualized on our website propagation page. 

Our team now has a singular focal point, King George Island, where the 
next chapter begins. We will meet our ship there on January 13th, and 
sail 2,200 miles to Bouvet. By departing from King George Island rather 
than Punta Arenas, we save about 400 miles of sea travel. This essentially 
gives us one or two more days on the air from Bouvet. We will savor those 
days, because they will give us QSOs that otherwise would not have been 
made. 


We have asked more from our team members than for any previous DXpedition. 


This includes their time, effort and money. We thank all of you who are 
helping to defray some of their costs. We continue to welcome new and 
additional support to help with these expenses.

Activity has been on 160-6 meters on SSB. QSL via his home callsign. 


John, W2GD, will once again be active as P40W from 
Aruba (SA-036) between October 23-31st, and again between November 20-28th. 
Activity will include both the CQWW DX SSB Contest (October 28-29th) and 
CQwWW DX CW Contest (November 25-26th) as a Single-Op/All-Band entries. 
Operations outside of the contest (before and after) will be on CW on 
160/80m and 30/17/12 meters as time permits. Watch 160m on the hour and 
80m on the half hour.

Tom, KCOW, has announced that after his VR2 and 3W9 operations 
he will be active as V85/KCOW from Brunei between December 3-18th. Activity 
will be on 80-6 meters using CW and FT8. There will be an emphasis on North 
America on FT8. QSL direct via KCOW. ADDED NOTE: Tom states, "More DX- 
peditions after Brunei". 


Tom, JAIVND, will be active as YJOJA from Port Vila, Efate 
Island (0C-035) between November 15-20th. Activity will be on 160-10 
meters using CW, SSB and RTTY.
